ROOSEVELT BUSY ON MESSAGE 
HE WILL DELIVER TOMORROW 


President Not Expected to An- 
nounce Appointments Until Aft- 
er Addresses to Congress.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt brushed up today 
the final draft of the message he 
will deliver to Congress tomorrow. 

The President will go to the Capi- 
tol soon after noon and will start 
speaking about 12 o’clock (St. Louis 
time). The address will be broad- 
cast to the nation by the three ra- 
dio systems. 

White House officials said this 
morning they doubted the Presi- 
dent would announce any import- 
ant appointments before Thursday.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. — The 
White House has informed Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska, that 
his candidate for the Supreme 
Court vacancy, Prof. Felix Frank- 
furter of the Harvard Law School, 
will be named to the post shortly, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Norris, who issued the first pub- 


lic statement in behalf of Frank- 
furter’s candidacy last September, 
is jubilant at the selection, as are 
liberal advisers close to the White 
House, chief among them Thomas 
G. Corcoran, Frankfurter’s protege. 

For weeks there has been spec- 
ulation as to who would get the 
Supreme Court post made vacant 
by the death of Justice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo, and Vice-President 
Garner has told senatorial friends 
that President Roosevelt had made 
assurances that the nominee would 
come from West of the Mississippi. 
Among those prominently men- 
tioned has been Justice Harold 
Stephens of Utah, member of the 
District of Columbia Court of Ap- 


The opinion Kas been widely ex- 
ressed among all political factions 

that Frankfurter would encounter 
no opposition before the Senate. 
Both conservatives and New Deal 
Democrats have agreed that the 
Harvard law professor would be 
confirmed with scarcely any dis- 
cussion, 

It is probable, according to those 
who have backed Frankfurter, that 
his name will be sent to the Senate 
within a day or two. 

On several occasions there have 
been printed reports that Frank- 
furter himself had decided to de- 
cline the post because of the fear 
of highly placed Jews that his ap- 
pointment would arouse anti-Semi- 
tism, and when Frankfurter and his 
wife visited the Roosevelts at Hyde 
Park last autumn newspaper re- 
porters were warned by the Presi- 
dent not “to go out on a limb” on 
the Frankfurter appointment. 
Nevertheless his supporters today 
were confident that his nomination 
would be made public within a 
short time. 

Frankurter, a native of Austria, 
is 56 years old. Brought to the 
United States by his parents at the 
age of 12, he was educated in 
American schools and colleges and 
since 1914 has been a professor of 
law at Harvard University. He is 
the author of numerous books, the 
latest of which is “Mr, Justice 
Holmes and the Supreme Court.” 
He is married and lives at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 


SEWING MACHINES RETURNED 
FREE BY CHILEAN PAWN SHOPS 


About 12,000 Work Devices Given 
Back to Owners on First Day 
of Government Order.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Jan. 3. — A 
Government order to return pawned 
sewing machines and other work 
machines to their owners, free of 
charge, led to visits to nundreds 
of pawn shops yesterday. 

The Government appropriated 
8,000,000 pesos ($400,000) to redeem 
the machines. 

Government-owned pawn shops 
in Santiago released more than 
6000 articles free of charge, the 
majority of them sewing machines. 
Nearly as many articles were freed 
in the provinces during the first 
day the Government order w@ in 
effect.

SENATE REPORT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The 
Senate Campaign Expenditures 
Committee reported today “unjusti- 
fiable political activity in connec- 
tion with the work of the Works 
Progress Administration” in several 
states but at the same time ab- 
solved afministration leaders, both 
in the Senate and in WPA, of an 
direct responsibility. . 

Shortly after Congress convened, 
the Senate had before it the 
lengthy report prepared by Chair- 
man Morris Sheppard (Dem.), Tex- 
as, and four other Senators named 
by Vice-President Garner last May 
to check up on campaign expedi- 
tures. The report is contained in 
two printed booklets, one a gener- 
al survey of 65 pages and the other 
a state-by-state review ,of 370 


pages. 

In Kentucky, Pennsylvania and 
Tennessee, the committee, through 
its own investigators, verified wide- 
spread complaints of intimidation 
and coercion of WPA workers in 
behalf of candidates in the  pri- 


mary and the general election, but 
blame for this is placed on fore- 
men and supervisors and not in 
any instance linked with the can- 
didates or their campaign mana- 
gers. 


Funds Diverted to Politics, 


“While many of these charges, 
after investigation, were not sus- 
tained,” says the report of the 
flood of letters and affidavits which 
came from various parts of the 
country, “the committee neverthe- 
less finds that there has been in 
several states, and in many forms, 
unjustifiable political activity in 
connection with the work of the 
Works Progress Administration in 
such states. The committee 
lieves that funds appropriated by 
the Congress for the relief of those 
in need and distress have been in 
many instances diverted from these 
high purposes to political ends, The 
committee condemns this conduct 
and recommends to the Senate that 
legislation be prepared to make im- 
possible, so far as legislation can 
do so, further offenses of this 
character. , 

Senator Alben W. Barkley whose 
campaign for re-election in Ken- 
tucky drew widespread charges of 
the political use of WPA, is exon- 
erated by the committee, although 
the report shows that in many Ken- 
tucky counties foremen and super- 
visors threatened relief workers. 

The name of Harry L. Hopkins, 
who recently resigned as head o 
WPA to become Secretary of Com- 
merce is mentioned only indirectly 
two or three times in the report 
and he is given no share of the 
blame for the misuse of WPA. 

The committee makes numerous 
suggestions for strengthening the 
Corrupt Practices Act and for tak- 
ing relief out of politics. Persons 
receiving relief funds should be 


lprohibited from making political 


contributions of any sort whatso- 
ever, the committee recommends. 
The committee also raises the ques- 
tion of prohibiting entirely con- 
tributions from any person on the 
Federal payroll and suggests a 
definite limitation on campaign 
contributions and a bar of funds 
from corporations or banks. 

The reports falls considerable 
short of being the blast that many 
had expected it would be. The 
committee’s own investigations 
were of a more or less superficial 
sort and its conclusions are in sev- 
eral instances based on the affi- 
davits of those directly involved in 
campaign charges. 

Findings in Missouri. 


The committee investigated com- 
plaints from Missouri but the re- 
port says: “Charges from Mary- 
land, Missouri and New York pre- 
ceding the primary elections and 
conventions held in those states, 
and charges from Indiana, New 
Jersey and Ohio preceding the gen- 
eral election held in those states, 
alleging political activity on the 
part of officials, employes or work- 
ers connected with the WPA or in- 
timidation and coercion of such in- 
dividuals, were held by the commit- 
tee not to be sustained by the evi-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Missou- 
ri’s anti-discriminatory liquor law, 
together with a similar Michigan 
statute, was upheld by the United 
States Supreme Court today in an 
opinion by Justice Brandeis which 
held that the twenty-first amend- 
ment was sufficiently broad to per- 
mit states to penalize wholesalers 
of alcoholic beverages made _ in 
other states if such other states 
have discriminatory or retaliatory 

laws. 

The Missouri law provides that 
the transportation or importation 
into the State, or the purchase, 
sale, receipt or possession, by any 
licensee, of any alcoholic liquor 
manufactured in a State “in which 
discrimination” against liquor man- 
ufactured in other States exists, 
is prohibited. In five cases the 
United States Court in the Western 
District of Missouri upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the State law. A 
number of liquor distributors in 


Missouri had challenged the law, 
arguing that it violated the sony 
merce, due process and equal pro- 
tection clauses of the Constitution. 

The Michigan law provided for 


an additional tax on distributors 
handling other than Michigan-made 


liquors. Like the Missouri law, it 


be-|was enacted .to retaliate against 
|States which had 


discriminated 
against the locally manufactured 
beer. 

Justice Brandeis’ Decision. 

In the Missouri opinion, Justice 
Brandeis pointed out that the claim 
of unconstitutionality was based 
substantially on the law’s alleged 
violation of the commerce clause 
and that the law was merely an 
economic weapon of retaliation. 
The opinion dismissed with one 
sentence the argument that the 
Missouri law does not relate to pro- 
tection of health, safety and moral- 
ity or the promotion of social wel- 
fare. 

Justice Brandeis pointed out that 
since the adoption of the twenty- 
first amendment a State is not lim- 
ited by the commerce clause insofar 
as the local laws relate to the pro- 
hibition or the regulation of the 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 

He quoted with approval’ the 
court’s decision several years ago 
in a California case which gave a 
detailed interpretation of the effect 
of the twenty-first amendment. 

“The words used (in the amend- 
ment),” the earlier opinion said, 
“are apt to confer upon the State 
the power to forbid all importations 
which do not comply with condi- 
tions which it prescribes.” 

To this the Missouri opinion add- 
ed that if the arguments of the 
liquor distributers were approved, 
the limitation on the power of the 
states would require “not a con- 
struction of the amendment but a 
rewriting of it.” 

Michigan Opinion. 

In the Michigan opinion, the court 
pointed out that ten states have 
anti-discriminatory liquor statutes. 

“Whether the Michigan law 
should not more properly be de- 
scribed as a protective measure,” 
the opinion said, “we have no occa- 
sion to consider. For whatever its 
character, the law is valid. Since 
the twenty-first amendment, as held 
in the Young case, the right of a 
State to prohibit or regulate the 
sale of intoxicating liquor is not 
limited by the commerce clause; 
and as held by that case and Ma- 
honey V. Joseph Triner Corp., 304 
U. S. 401, discriminating between 
domestic and imported intoxicating 
liquors, or between imported li- 
quors, is not prohibited by the 
equal protection clause. The fur- 
ther claim that the law violates the 
due process clause is also unfound-

scenes, the method of preparation 
and transmission of the Post-Dis- 
patch radio edition. The film is 
shown this week at the Fox, Am- 
bassador, St. Louis and Shenandoah 
theaters. 


Gibbons, who served his appren- 
ticeship in Ireland when all type 
was set by hand, recalled the intro- 
duction of the linotype. 

“Many printers were much dis- 
turbed when machine composition 
became a reality,” he said. “They 
thought many printers would be 
replaced. Instead, we have seen 
larger and better newspapers, and 
more and better jobs for printers.”

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HAVEN'T AlR-COOLING 


Only Two Willing to Hire One 
of Nick’s Stagehands Just to 
Turn Switch. 


Neighborhood moving picture the- 
ater owners in St. Louis have not 
adopted electric air-cooling systems 


in their theaters because of a rule 
of the Theatrical Brotherhood, dom- 
inated by John P. Nick, that a 
stagehand be employed to perform 
the simple job of turning the sys- 
tems on and off. 

Theater owners have cited the 
cooling system rule as one of the 
complaints against Nick’s rule in 
the theater business in St. Louis 
and the county. Some theater own- 
ers have told reporters they would 
like to install the electrical air-cool- 


| |ing systems, in place of the washed 
jair systems they now have, but the 
Habor cost is prohibitive, they say. 


The union rule calls for two small 
theaters to divide the $75-a-week 
Salary of a stagehand to operate 
the electrical air coolers. Only two 
neighborhood theaters, the Apollo 
and the Will Rogers, have electrical 
coolers. 

In St. Louis cooling systems are 
necessary usually from May 1 to 
Oct. 1. The union does not require 
the services of a stagehand when 
the system is not in operation. 
Larger theaters employ a stage- 
hand regularly, under union rules. 
The stagehand does not perform 
any maintenance work on the cool- 
ing system and theater owners say 
the actual operation is so simple 
that it does not require a stage- 
hand, or any other skilled employe, 
to turn the machine on and off. But, 
if a stagehand is not employed for 
the cooling systems, union movie 
operators, affiliated with the stage- 
hands under the Theatrical Broth- 
erhood, will be called out of the 
theaters by Nick, owners say. 

The stagehand stays on the pay- 
roll even during periods of cool 
weather, when the cooling system 
is not required, until the summer 
season closes. 

Another complaint of harassed 
theater owners is that any theater 
having a canopy ofi which attrac- 
tions are advertised by removable 
letters, a stagehand must be em- 
ployed to change the signs. As has 
been told, small theater owners re- 
cently received notice they would 
be required to hire full-time stage- 
hands, two theaters dividing the 
time and salary of the union man. 


3000 FILE UNEMPLOYMENT 
BENEFIT CLAIMS IN CITY 


Number Likely to Reach 4500 for 
Day; Not as Many as Had 
Been Expected. 
About 3000 persons filed claims 
for unemployment benefits up to 
noon today at the six St. Louis 
offices of the Missouri State Em- 
ployment Service. It was expected 
that between 4500 and 5000 claims 
would be made in all by this eve- 
ning. The maximum benefit is $15 
a week. 
The applicants numbered about 
half as many as had been expect- 
ed, on the basis of the experience 
of other cities like Detroit and 
Pittsburgh, C. R. Kammerer, su- 
pervisor, said. It was expected 
originally that 20 per cent of those 
in industries covered by the Mis- 
souri Unemployment Compensation 
Act would apply, but thus far only 
about 10 per cent have sought ap- 
pointments for interviews. 
To be eligible an unemployed 
person must have earned wages of 
at least eight times his regular full- 
time weekly wage during the first 
nine months of 1938. His employ- 
er must have eight or more em- 
ployes. Not covered by the law are 
agricultural labor, domestic service 
in a private home, maritime em- 
ployment, family employment, gov- 
ernment service and work for char- 
itable, educational, scientific, re- 
ligious, literary and certain non- 
profit organizations.

CLINTON, Ind., Jan. 3.—Nine- 
teen miners were recuperating to- 
day from the effects of after-damp, 
a mine gas, which entered their 
lungs as they waited in a remote 
corner of the burning Crown Hill 
mine for 100 rescuers, working in 
relays, to reach them Sunday.

Jesse Hayes, 35 years old, father 
of three children wandered away 
from his fellow workers and en- 
countered a pocket of gas which 
caused his death. 

The blaze was thought to have 
been started by a fallen electric 
wire in a section of the tunnel be- 
tween the men and the exit shaft. 

Rescuers waded water waist- 
deep through another tunnel aban- 
doned for 20 years, broke down a 
barrier and reached the men Sun- 
day morning.

SEASICKNESS. WITH OXYGEN 


Mayo Clinic Experimenter Says In- 
halation Cleared Up Dizzy 
Feeling 


By the Associated Press. : 

BOSTON, Jan. 3.—Dr. Walter M. 
Boothby, who caried on  experi- 
ments during a 30-day cruise in 
Southern waters reported last night 
the results of his treatment of sea- 
sickness with oxygen. 

Dr. Boothby, a graduate of the 
Harvard medical school and now 
connected with the Mayo clinic, 
in Minnesota, made his experi- 
ments on the Canadian liner Lady 
Nelson, 

Experiments showed that admin- 
istration by inhalation of 100 per 
cent oxygen brought relief to three 
passengers suffering from seasick- 
ness. It ended their dizzy feeling 
and permitted them to retain food. 

A new type of inhalation appa- 
ratus, known as the nasal oxygen 
mask, and worked out by Dr. Booth- 
by and his associates, was used. It 
leaves the mouth free and permits 
the patient to eat and converse 
even while taking oxygen. Dr. 
Boothby said the discovery, while 
not 100 per cent efficient, was sug- 
gestive of practical relief.

City Church Federation Seeks 
Senate Investigation of Im- 
morality Charges. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 3.—The 
San Francisco Federation of 
Churches opened a campaign yes- 
terday demanding that the United 
States Senate investigate charges 
of immorality and heavy drinking 


in the San Francisco offices of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 

The charges were similar to those 
made by J. O. Davis after he was 
ousted as FHA regional director. 
W. J. Lockwood, deputy FHA ad- 
minstrator for the Far West, in- 
vestigated and reported Davis’ 
charges were unfounded. 

The church federation, however, 
in a letter to clergymen signed by 
the Rev. Ralph E. Knudsen, presi- 
dent, and the Rev. Otis L. Linn, so- 
cial relations commission chairman, 
alleged its own investigation of 
FHA offices here revealed “deplor- 
able conditions.” It said “it is the 
unquestioned duty of the churches 
of this State to assert their moral 
leadership in an effort to cure these 
conditions.” 

The letter declared lack of civil 
service control prevented officials 
and employes from changing “these 
conditions” and declared “already 
some who have sought to improve 
them have been discharged and 
those opposed to such improvement 
have .been retained and in some 
cases promoted.” 

The federation directed pastors 
of the 1356 churches in northern 
California to circulate petitions de- 
manding Senate action and asked 
that these petitions be returned for 
forwarding to the Senate by Jan. 20. 
The petitions, it was said, would be 
sent to the two California Senators, 
Hiram W. Johnson and Sheridan 
Downey, with the request that they 
present them to the Senate.

KIESLING, BOOKKEEPER JAILED 
ON AUTO MORTGAGE CHARGES 


Attorney Indicates Head of Firm 
and Miss Patricia O’Brian Will 
Piead Guilty. 

John E. Kiesling, president of 


the Lone Star Motor Co., Sapping- 
ton, and Miss Patricia O’Brian, 
bookkeeper for the concern, were 
in the St. Louis County jail today, 
awaiting bond under warrants in 
connection with a series of auto- 
mobile mortgage deals. The Prose- 
cuting Attorney has received com- 
plaints that Kiesling defrauded the 
Automobile Bonding Co. of $10,000 
to $12,000 and the Merchants’ Loan 
and Finance Co. of about $10,000. 
' Bail for Miss O’Brian was fixed 
at $2500, under a warrant charging 
her with dispossing of mortgaged 
property, while bail for Kiesling 
was set at $7500, under this charge 
and other warrants charging him 
with forgery and with obtaining 
money under false pretenses, ; They 
were arrested at Sappington by a 
Deputy Sheriff yesterday, the war- 
rants having been issued Friday 
and Saturday. Previously they had 
given bond to answer any charges. 
Neither Kiesling, who is 34 years 
old, nor Miss O’Brian, 25, an em- 
ploye of the company for three 
years and its secretary, would com- 
ment on the charges when seen by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 
Their attorney, Sigmund M, Bass, 
said they probably would plead 
guilty. Bass announced that the 
estimate of the total fraud was sub- 
stantially correct and that Kiesling 
told him the money had gone to 
cover losses in the business. The 
defendants will waive preliminary 
hearing, their lawyer said.

COOLIDGE, Ariz., Jan. 3.—The 
Farm Security Administration's 
4200-acre co-operative farm project, 
called “Communist patterned” by 
its outgoing manager, came under 
the direction today of R. E. 
Beatty, who, FSA officials contend, 
is more understanding of its socia] 
implications. 

Beatty, following several years’ 
service in the FSA farm rehabili- 
tation division, is expected to subor- 
dinate himself to a board of direc-; 


tors, selected by the 60 farm fam-| 
ilies placed here by the Federal 
Government. 

The families are partners with 


designed to interest private capital 
in mechanized, large scale, co-oper- 
ative farming. 

R. A. Faul, who guided the proj- 
ect through its hectic first year, 
concluded: 

“About the only difference be- 
tween this co-operative farm plan 
and that operated in Russia is that 
the Government is paid its share 
of the gross income in cash instead 
of kind.” 

Faul said that inasmuch as the 
Government already has invested 
more than $500,000 to establish the 
60 families in comfortable, modern 
homes on 4200 acres of fertile, irri- 
gated Gila Valley land, it should 
entrust control to a trained farm 
operator instead of a board of di- 
rectors, few if any of whom has 
had executive experience. 

It is only remotely possible that 
families ever will receive other than 
an existence from the project, 
which remains the property of the 
Government, 

Each family must become a mem- 
ber of the operating corporation, 
Casa Grande Valley Farms, Inc. 
Each family is provided with a 
home and paid $50 monthly for the 
work done by the family head on 
the communal land. 

The Government decides what 
shall be planted on cultivated land. 

The corporation must pay the 
Government approximately $80,000 
a year from the sale of crops to 
cover all operating expenses before 
a dividend, the ultimate profit mo- 
tive, is available to the project's 
members.

Edwards said he had not yet been 
informed of the action of the real 
estate exchange, but characterized 
it as “all very unfair.” 

“I suppose the newspapers seem 
to be clamoring to keep the Dick- 
mann Co, from getting a fair trial,” 
he said. “That is all I want to get 
for them and if they do I am sure 
they will be exonerated. If the 
newspapers and other organizations 
have kangaroo courts, they'll do 
their best to keep the company 
from getting a fair trial.” 

Otto Dickmann declined to com- 
ment. Mayor Dickmann was pres- 
ident of the Exchange from 1931 
to 1933. 

Two Civil Suits Pending. 

The pending cases are the two 
filed against the Dickmann com- 
pany by State Finance Commis- 
sioner R. Waldo Holt for recovery 
of a total of $14,287 in profits and 
commissions alleged to have been 
made by the firm in straw party 
sales to itself of real estate owned 
by the closed Lowell bank and the 
closed Kirkwood Trust Co. 

The suit concerning the Lowell 
Bank was for recovery, in behalf 
of depositors, of a gross profit of 
$4500 made by the company in 
buying and promptly reselling seven 
Lowell properties and collecting a 
commission of $950, the usual 5 
per cent, for the sale to itself. In 
the deal the company used Mrs. 
Cecelia Ross, sister of its office 
manager, Alois O. Stemmler, as 
straw party. 

The other suit, also still pending, 
charged the Dickmann company 
with “a flagrant and unconscion- 
able fraud and deception,” in sell- 
ing to itself through a straw party 
eight pieces of real estate owned by 
the Kirkwood Trust Co. In this 
suit the Finance Commissioner 
seeks recovery of $7900, the alleged 
profit of the company in its resale 
of the properties, and a $937 com- 
mission in the sale to itself. 


The defense of the Dickmann Co., 
as indicated in depositions taken 
several months ago in connection 
with the Lowell Bank suit, is that 
its position as buyer-seller was 
known to Oscar H. Wibbing, Depu- 
ty State Finance Commissioner in 
charge of liquidating the bank. 

Wibbing, who also was liquidator 
for the Kirkwood Trust Co., de- 
clared at the deposition hearing 
that he did not know that the 
Dickmann company was the real 
purchaser and that Mrs. Ross was 
merely a straw party. He was one 
of the witnesses at the hearings 
of the exchange’s board of direc- 
tors. 

Disappearing Mrs. Ross. 

After the Post-Dispatch, in an 

investigation last August of the 
Dickmann company’s bank deals, 
disclosed that Mrs. Ross was the 
purchaser of record of the seven 
Lowell properties, she told a re- 
porter she had made the purchase 
for herself as an investment, add- 
ing that she knew no one at the 
Dickmann firm but simply had 
begun business dealings with it 
when she bought a residence 
through it. 
* Subsequently, the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed her relationship to 
Stemmler and that\she was the 
widow of Daniel Ross, a city em- 
ploye under Mayor Dickmann’s ad- 
ministration. After these revela- 
tions, she disappeared, with the 
result that she could not be sub- 
penaed for questioning at the depo- 
sition hearing in the Lowell Bank 
suit. 

At the time that suit was filed, 
last Sept. 2, the State Finance 
Commissioner announced cancela- 
tion of all the Dickmann company’s 
contracts with the State Finance 
Department for sale of closed bank 
real estate. 

Eight Oheim Transactions. 

In the profitable deal for the 
eight Kirkwood Trust Co. proper- 
ities, the intermediate purchaser 
was Charles Oheim, a paper sales- 
man, who had appeared as the 
ostensible buyer or seller of more 
than 100 properties handled through 
the Dickmann firm in recent years. 

Oheim declined to discuss with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter his position 
in the Kirkwood Trust Co. deal, 
remarking, “It’s up to Dickmann 
to explain if he wants to.” Later 
he appeared at the deposition hear- 
ing, under subpena, but was not 


permitted to answer questions 


about the Kirkwood Trust trans-, 
action, which was held irrelevant | 
to the Lowell Bank case. 

Deputy Finance Commissioner 
Wibbing told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had had no intimation 
that Oheim was other than a‘ bona 
fide purchaser and that if he had 
known otherwise, he would not 
have paid the $937 commission to 
the Dickmann company. 

C. B. Engel on Grand Jury. 

After the September term grand 
jury investigated the Dickmann 
company’s straw party deals in 
closed bank real estate and _re- 
turned no true bills, that is, no 
indictments, the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed that Cecil B. Engel, a real 
estate dealer who was a member 
of the grand jury, had participated 
in similar straw party deals for 
real estate of the Croatian-Ameri- 
can Building and Loan Association, 
under receivership of Ira A. Me- 
Bride, then State Supervisor of 
Building and Loan Associations. 

The St. Louis County grand jury 
began an investigation of the Dick- 
mann deals in bank real estate in 
the county last Wednesday. Wib- 
bing, liquidator of the Kirkwood 
Trust Co., appeared as a witness. 

When the Real Estate Exchange 
directors voted suspension of the 
Dickmann company last Tuesday, 
they also directed the exchange’s 
Committee on Ethics to investi- 
gate Engel’s transactions in real 
estate of the Croatian-American 
Association. Engel is a member 
of the exchange. 

The Ethics Committee will re- 
port to the directors and any hear- 
ing before the board will take 
place after the new board takes 
office Jan. 12. 

By-laws of the exchange provide 
that a member may be fined from 
$25 to $300, suspended or expelled 
for unethical conductor any other 
just cause,

Supreme Court Rules Leasing by 
United Artists of New York Con- 
stitutes Interstate Comnferce. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The Su- 
preme Court decided today that 
West Virginia cannot collect a 1 
per cent tax on income received by 
the United Artists’ Corporation of 
New York from the leasing of mo- 
tion picture films to West Virginia 
exhibitors. 

A decision written by Justice 
Stone affirmed a ruling by a three- 
Judge Federal Court in West Vir- 
ginia, which held that the State 
was without power to collect the 
tax because the corporation was 
not engaged in business in West 
Virginia and because its activities 
constituted interstate commerce. 

State officials attempted to col- 
lect a $4002 assessment under a 
1935 tax law. “The part of the leg- 
islation at issue sought to tax in- 
come from “the use of real or per- 
sonal property or of any interest 
therein.” 

Washington State, which has a 
similar law, filed a brief supporting 
the West Virginia legislation. No 
dissent was anounced.

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Army Plans to Spend $35,500,000 
to Equip Huge Munitions Plants

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3. — Major- 
General C. M. Wesson, Chief of 
Ordnance, reported yesterday that 
the army intended to acquire $33,- 
500,000 worth of special munitions 
manufacturing machinery to be 
“held for use in an emergency.” 

Equipment for powder making 
and shell-loading plants, the manu- 
facture of small arms ammunition 
and the casting of cannon is in- 
cluded. An initial $3,700,000 pro- 
vided by Congress at its last session 
is being expended in the current 
fiscal year, which ends next June 
30 ‘ 


Without such preparations, Wes- 
son explained in the semi-official 
publication, Army Ordnance, war- 
time production of munitions would 
be crippled, because the special ma- 
chinery requires so long to pro- 
duce. 

Removed From Seaboard. 

“For the loading of the great bulk 
of ammunition ultimately required 
in a@ major war, it is planned to 
erect new plants, all but one of 
which will be located west of the 
Appalachians,” Gen. Wesson said. 

Present limited facilities are sit- 
uated mainly along the Atlantic 
Seaboard, south of New York, he 
noted. 

Six manufacturing arsenals now 
produce the bulk of the army’s mu- 
nitions requirements, and supply 
some of the navy’s needs. In time 
of war, however, private industry 
would be called on to produce 939 
per cent of American military re- 
quirements, compared with 95 per 
cent in the World War. 

For several years Congress has 
provided slightly more than $1,- 
000,000 for ordnance research, which 
Gen. Wesson termed inadequate. 

Congress has stepped up ordnance 


appropriations for the last three 
years, and this year provided $53,- 
000,000 in cash and contract author- 
izations. Still greater sums are re- 
quired to meet munitions deficien- 
cies, Gen, Wesson asserted. 
Present Division of Work. 

He detailed the present operations 
of the arsenals thus: 

Springfield, Mass., armory—Cen- 
ter of small-arms development and 
manufacture. - During the war it 
had a capacity for the manufacture 
of 1000 caliber .30 model 1903 rifles 
a day. Much of this capacity now 
is being converted to the manufac- 
ture of semi-automatic rifles. 

Watervliet, N. Y., arsenal—Has 
the machine-tool equipment for the 
finish machining and rifling of can- 
non and the manufacture of breech 
mechanisms for all calibers. 

Picatinny, N. J., arsenal—The am- 
munition arsenal of the Ordnance 
Department. Has capacity, on a 
production basis, for the loading 
and assembling of complete rounds 
of artillery ammunition and bombs 
and the manufacture of certain 
components therefor, including 
smokeless powder, fuses, primers 
and boosters. 

Frankford, Pa., arsenal—Has the 
most diversified work. Its products 
include fire-control instruments, 
metal components of artillery am- 
munition, and small-arms ammuni- 
tion of all types. 

Rock Island, MIill., arsenal — 
Equipped to turn out mobile gun 
mounts, tanks and other automo- 
tive equipment. A plant in stand- 
‘by condition also is located there 
ifor the manufacture of Springfield 
rifles, Browning automatic rifles 
and machine guns. 

Watertown, Mass., arsenal — 
‘Equipped to manufacture medium 
and heavy gun mounts.

TENANT FARMER KILLED 


MAINE SURVIVOR QUITS 
NAVY, A REAR ADMIRAL 


Wat Tyler Cluverius Was 
Young Midshipman When 
Vessel Was Blown Up. 


By the Associated Press, 

SAN DIEGO, Cal. Jan. 3. — He 
Was just a young midshipman 
writing a letter home when that 
blast shattered the battleship Maine 
in Havana Harbor the night of Feb. 
15, 1898, and sent 266 of the 326 
members of the crew to. their 
deaths. Today he is Rear Admiral 
Wat Tyler Cluverius, U. S. N., re- 
tired. He hung up his sword and 
laid aside his cocked hat Sunday, 
the last survivor of the Maine dis- 
aster to leave active service of the 
navy. 

Admiral Cluverius, who said he 
was getting out of the navy “to 


give the youngsters a chance,” 
never finished that letter. The 
clock in the junior officers’ quar- 


shook the Maine. 

“Suddenly all was darkness,” said 
the Admiral in describing the dis- 
aster. “The inrush of water 
through the port in my quarters 
showed me I could not escape in 
that direction. 

“I worked my way through knee- 
deep water to the torpedo room in 
which many of my shipmates had 
gathered. By climbing to the coffer 
dam surrounding the engine room 
hatch we were able to keep ahead 
of the rising water. Finally we 
pulled ourselves to the deck above 
and out over the side of the ship 
to the after superstructure, which 
part was settling in the mud of the 
harbor. 

“We saw boats coming from all 
directions. With these, attempts 
were made to rescue men in the 
wreckage but with little success. 
Then we were told to abandon 
ship.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The So- 
cial Security Board reported today 
that benefits paid by state unem- 
ployment compensation agencies in 
November showed the greatest drop 
since they began declining in Au- 
gust. November payments were 
$28,000,000, a decline of 21 per cent 
from October. 


Twenty of the 29 states paying 
benefits reported reductions rang- 
ing from 2.1 per cent in Maryland 
to nearly 36 per cent in Michigan. 

States besides Michigan reporting 
a reduction of 20 per cent or more 
included Alabama, Indiana, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island 
and West Virginia. Those report- 
ing reductions of between 10 and 
20 per cent were Arizona, Massa- 
chusetts, Minnesota, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Utah and Wiscon- 
sin. 

Idaho had the largest gain, and 
tne board said this was customary 
of states beginning their payments.

Fitzgerald,’ Succeeding Murphy, 
Proposes New Labor Code.

SHAKEUP BY JAPAN 


IN CHINA; CHANGE 
IN TACTICS LIKELY 


Gen. Hata Out, New Com-

Casualties on Both Sides 
1,650,000 in 18 Months 
—z2Z,000,000 Chinese Still 
in Field.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 3.—Lieutenant- 
General Otozo Yamada, appointed 
yesterday as commander of Japan’s 
legions in China, today faced the 
monumental task of consolidating 
the gains made in 18 months of 
costly fighting. 

Whether he would attempt to ex- 
tend the invasion farther into the 
interior was not known, but many 
foreign observers considered his 
appointment to succeed Gen. Shun- 
roku Hata as foreshadowing a def- 
inite change in Japanese tactics. 

These observers held that major 
military operations had been com- 
pleted and that the campaign 
henceforth would be directed at 
wiping out guerrilla opposition and 
pacifying partly conquered regions. 

That in itself was regarded as a 
formidable undertaking. During 
the last 18 months the war has 
spread over 13 provinces: Hopeh, 
Suiyuan, Chahar, Shansi, Shantung, 
Honan, Kiangsu, Anhwei, Hupeh, 
Chekiang, Kiangsi, Hunan and 
Kwangtung. 

Territory Held by Japanese. 

The Japanese maintain they have 
conquered about 900,000 square 
milts, but the Chinese admit the 
occupation of only about one sev- 
enth of the total area of the 13 
provinces. 

Neutral observers point out that 
the occupation for the most part 
is limited to major cities, railways 
and highways and that contiguous 
territory still requires costly and 
extensive mopping-up. 

Partly conquered territory, how- 
ever, includes Shanghai, Peiping, 
Tientsin, Canton, Hankow, Nan- 
king, Amoy, Tsingtao, Chefoo and 
other important cities. The Jap- 
anese also control 2000 miles of 
seacoast through their naval block- 
ade and hold the Yangtze and 
Pear] rivers, China’s two greatest 
trade arteries. 

Nearly two-third of China’s 6000 
miles of railways are held by the 
invaders and fully one-half of the 
nation’s commerce, industry and 
agriculture has been dislocated. 

Japan achieved her conquests 
with a highly organized army of 
800,000 men, liberally equipped with 
modern weapons and supported by 
1200 warplanes and scores of war- 
ships. 

Against the invaders Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek flung near- 
ly 3,000,000 men but they were for 
the most part inadequately 
equipped and poorly supported by 
artillery, tanks and planes. At 
present a Chinese army of 1,000,- 
000 men is concentrated in Hunan

The toll of lives is disputed but 
best available foreign estimates 
place Chinese losses at 1,300,000, in- 
cluding nearly 1,000,000 who died in 
action or as a result of inadequate 
medical attention. These estimates 
place Japanese casualties at 350,- 
000, including 125,000 killed. 

The Japanese won mastery in the 
air early in the war by destroying 
all the Chinese air force except an 
estimated 100 planes. The Japanese 
admit the loss of 112 planes, while 
neutral sources estimate their loss- 
es at 250.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission told

problem cannot be solved like a 


’ gross-word puzzle. 


It blamed the carriers’ situation 
chiefly on increased competition in 
transportation, and said: “The 
Government has no magic which 


enables it to sweep back the tide 
of economic change and reverse 


| the result.” 
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The long, academic report  of- 
fered no specific solution: for the 
railroad problem. It defended the 
I. C. C. type of governmental organ- 
ization and voiced a sharp warning 
against politics in utility regula- 
tion. 

“Domination or influence of the 
regulatory body by either the exec- 
utive or legislative branch of the 
Government is certain to bring it 
within the political sphere, with re- 

sults unfortunate if not disastrous,” 
»he report said. 

The I. C. C. said that independent 
commissions, instead of being ir- 
responsible bodies as sometimes 
charged, were, in fact, responsible 
to Congress, the courts and the 
President. 

The report voiced opposition to 
the “two extreme points of view” 
regarding railroad consoldiations 
and co-ordinations—forced consoli- 
dation of the roads into one or sev- 
eral systems, on the one hand; and 
leaving initiative wholly with the 
railroads, on the other. 

“We do not believe that public 
opinion is ready for a spectacular 
major operation, such as is pro- 
posed in the first of these alterna- 
tives, or that its wisdom has as yet 
been sufficiently demonstrated,” 
the commission said. “Nor do we 
believe that there is anything in 
the record which at all warrants a 
conclusion that the railroads can 
be depended upon to do what 
should be done wholly on their own 
initiative. 

“The undertaking is one, we be- 
lieve, which calls fof active leader- 
ship by the Government, as_ the 
sole agency which has no special 
interests to serve but only the gen- 
eral public interest. At the same 
time, no fixed program is possible 
or even desirable.”’ 


BRITISH GROUP FOR STRONGER 
POLICY AGAINST DICTATORS 


Parliamentary Bloc Aims to Prod 
Chamberlain Into Firmer 
Stand, 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—A small group 
of dissatisfied Parliament members 
opened a new campaign yesterday 
for a stronger British foreign pol- 
icy. Representing all political par- 
ties, they will hold a closed meet- 
ing here tomorrow. 

It was understood this was not 
necessarily an anti-Chamberlain 
movement, but rather an attempt 
to prod the Prime Minister into 
speeding up rearmament and tak- 
ing a firmer stand against dicta- 
tors.

NOVEMBER ZINC EXPORTS SHOW 


QUAKERS SAY NAZIS ACCEPT | 
THEIR PROGRAM FOR JEWS 


Delegation Returning to U. S. Outlines Plan 
for Transient Carhps and Colonies for 
Emigres From Germany. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—An 
American delegation representing 
the Friends’ Service Committee 
(Quakers) returned from Germany 
yesterday, saying they had Nazi 
approval of’ a three-fold program 


for moving Jews to other countries: 

Dr. Rufus M. Jones, head of the 
mission that set out a month ago 
for a first-hand view of condi- 
tions, said that under the plan the 
Quakers would: 

1. Set up transient camps out- 
side Germany where emigrants 
-can be fed and housed until they 
can be sent to new homes. 

2. With the co-operation of the 
German Government, send out as 
soon as possible 150,000 of the 
younger Jews to new colonies in 
other countries. 

3. Co-operate with these 150,000 
to have them take their families 
out of Germany. 

Quakers Administrators. 

Dr. Jones, a Haverford College 
professor and a leader in The 
Friends’ Society, said the mission 
also obtained permission from the 
German Government to _ send 
Quaker commissioners there to 
oversee distribution of relief to 
non-Aryans. 

This aid would go primarily, he 
said, to approximately 200,000 per- 
sons, the aged, infirm and the very 
poor, who never will be able to 
leave Germany. 

Dr. Jones said he and the other 
members of the mission—D. Robert 
Yarnall, Philadelphia business man, 
and George A. Walton, headmaster 
of a Friends’ school, received “only 
the greatest co-operation” from 
German officials. 

Dr. Jones said that of the 600,000 
persons he estimated were in need 
of assistance, 400,000 were Jews. 

400,000 to be Moved. 

“Taking away those 200,000 (the 
aged and poor),” he said, “leaves 
some 400,000 persons to be gotten 
out of Germany. The German au- 
thorities think if 150,000 of the 
most virile and vigorous—the heads 
of tac families—can be taken out 
and well-settled in other parts of 
the world, then in the course of a 
few years they will be able to move 
their families and absorb the rest 
of the 400,000.” 

“We can’t speak too highly of 
the German Government’s help,” 
he said. “Our visit was very ef- 
fective—not only in helping to 
solidify a definite plan for more 
speedy emigration, but we feel a 
certain spirit of love and service 
similar to our work in post-war 
Germany was deeply felt not only 


in high Government places but 
among the people as well.” 

The Friends’ Service Committee 
carried out a major part of relief 
work in Europe after the war. 

Quakers Didn’t See Hitler. 

Dr. Jones said the delegation did 
not see Hitler, but was aided in 
its study by all important Govern- 
ment departments. 

He said that Jews pleaded with 
them: . 

“Don’t put food and hunger 
first. Help us to get out of Ger- 
many before something worse hap- 
pens. We can stand starving and 
anything, but get us out of here.” 

Dr. Jones declared that it was 
the burning of synagogues and 
wrecking of Jewish shops in Ger- 
many last November that prompted 
the Friends’ Committee to send the 
delegation overseas. He said many 
German people were secretly aid- 
ing the Jews. 

“The German people in large 
numbers,” he said, “maintain the 
good old-fashioned moral sense of 
what is right and wrong and a 
true humanitarian spirit, though 
they do not dare show too pub- 
licly how profoundly they are op- 
posed to the policy of cruelty and 
outbreaks of violence.” 


Goebbels Calls for International 
Solution of Problem. 
By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Jan. 3.—Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels in an article in 
“12 Uhr Blatt” published yester- 
day called for an international so- 
lution of the Jewish problem, but 
failed to lay down a program. 

“International Jewry in the 
world must know that it cannot 
divert us from our resolution by 
loud outcries, by boycotts, by spir- 
itual or political terror,” wrote 
Goebbels in an introduction to the 
newspaper's symposium on the 
Jewish issue. 

“Of course, we believe that the 
Jew problem: must be solved inter- 
nationally. When and how that is 
to be done is a question of the 
future.” 

Stating that the National Social- 
ist “no compromiise” stand on 
Jewry is “unequivocally laid down,” 
Goebbels continued: “It is a prob- 
lem we in Germany will solve as 
Germans, in the way the German 
people want, and corresponding to 
its sound conceptions. We are con- 
vinced that it is indispensable for 
the vigor and strength of the 
nation that we fight against the 
parasitic race. If other peoples do 
not want to undergo this regenera- 
tion that is their affair. We have 
no intention of converting them to 
our view.” 


0 OF POLITICAL POLICE 
bE DEATH IN RUSSIA 


Convicted at Kiev of Having 
Made Fraudulent Arrests of 
Innocent Persons. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan, 3.—Five former 
officials of the Soviet political po- 
lice in the Moldavian Republic have 
been sentenced to death by a mili- 
tary tribunal at Kiev for fraudu- 
lent arrests of innocent persons. 

Testimony showed they made 
false charges against innocent citi- 
zens in order to get credit for 
themselves as smashers of counter- 
revolutionary organizations. 

The prosecutor, in his final plea, 
said the defendants deserved death 
because their offense was particu- 
larly grave in that it was calcu- 
lated to discredit the NKVD (state 
police), to which the five belonged. 

Some of the defendants tried to 
exonerate themselves on the plea 
that they merely followed instruc- 
tions of G. Ufa, who was head of 
the NKVD’s fourth department in 
the Moldavian republic. 

Ufa in turn testified hé followed 
the instructions of his chief, the 
head of the Moldavian NKVD, who 
died soon after arrest on similar 
charges.

Mr. Cochran Protests Mr. Wall's Attitude 

Toward Forest Park Fish Hatcheries. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NOTE where Director of Public Utili- 

ties Edward E. Wall desires the Gov- 
ernment to pay for water used in the fish 
hatcheries in Forest Park. I hope every 
one interested in conservation, especially 
those who enjoy fishing, will join in en- 
tering a vigorous protest. 

I have a very high regard for Mr. Wall, 
but in this instance he is 100 per cent 
wrong. So far as I can recall, neither 
Mr. Wall nor anyone else advanced such 
a suggestion when the State operated the 
hatcheries. When the State announced it 
would abandon the hatcheries, within 48 
hours I had a pledge from Government 
officials to operate them. It was neces- 
sary to get an ordinance passed. Although 
the Government had a late start, nearly 
a million fish were raised and distributed 
in lakes and streams in Missouri in 1938, 


A Program for 


In anticipation of the 1939 session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature, which convenes tomorrow, the 
Post-Dispatch presents a program whose enactment 
would form the most brilliant legislative achievement 
in the State’s history. 

The program is drawn from the experierice of other 
states and from the pooled ideas of public officials, 
party platforms, civic and_bar organizations and other 
sources. It includes subjects long agitated in this 
State, such as reform of criminal procedure, on 
which virtual unanimity of opinion has been reached, 
It includes structural changes long needed and im- 
provements in existing legislation. None of the sub- 
jects is really new. None is visionary or fantastic. 
On the whole, the program merely wou'd take Mis- 
souri out of the governmental mud, to puraphrase 
a slogan which led to the creation of the State’s 
great highway system. 

Ex-Gov. Caulfield said Missouri has not one but 
many Governors. He referred to the system by 
which the Governor’s cabinet is elective, rather than 
appointive, distributing power and responsibility in 
such a way as to hamper proper administration. 
'The offices of State Treasurer, State Auditor, Sec- 
retary of State, Superintendent of Schools and pos- 
sibly Attorney-General should be filled by appoint- 
ment, and thus made responsible to the head of the 
State Government. 

This structural change should be accompanied by 
a survey of the whole State Government, badly in 
need of modernization for purposes of efficiency and 
economy. As one instance, administration and col- 
lection of the nine largest sources of revenue are 
scattered among seven independent departments, 
There should be a co-ordination of revenue collection 
and tax enforcement, as well as co-ordination of 
many other State activities similarly scattered. 

The State’s present fiscal year coincides with the 
calendar year. The Legislature, convening in Jan- 
uary, rarely passes the major appropriation bills 
until the close of the session, about five ntonths 
later. In the interim, all the State departments 
and activities have to live on a month-to-month basis, 
dependent on pledges, made through passage of reso- 
lutions, that the Legislature will provide necessary

In 4 
day of fine highways and fast motor cars, Missouri's 
114 counties could be reduced to a fraction of that 
number without causing undue hardship, except to 
politicians who might lose their jobs. Such a step 
should mean a saving in governmental costs, 

Permissive legislation should be passed to permit 
Missouri communities to take advantage of Federal 
slum: clearance and housing legislation. A recent 
report shows St. Louis slums to be among the 
worst in the United States. 

The scandals attendant upon the political election 
of Judges are so manifest as hardly to call for 
elaboration. Through some such plan as the one 
recently formulated by the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion, combining appointive and elective methods, a 
most salutary effect could be produced. 

Although the people last November rejected Amend- 
ment No. 1, to pay State legislators an adequate 
stipend, there is no question that the miserly $5 per 
day for the first 70 days, and $1 a day thereafter, 
encourages corruption and lowers the caliber of the 
Legislature. The proposal should be renewed. 

Missouri’s neighbors to the east and west—lIllinois 
and Kansas—have established legislative councils 
and legislative reference bureaus, for the purpose 
of carrying on continuing research, recommending 
legislation and aiding in preparation of bills, Meet- 
ing only once every two years, the Legislature is 
often severely handicapped by lack of proper factual 
background for proposed laws. 

In the field of criminal code reform, which has 
been agitated in Missouri for nearly 15 years, fol- 
lowing the comprehensive report of the Missouri 
Association for Criminal Justice, there is a great deal 
of work to do. Our criminal laws favor the crook 
at the expense of the State in a bewildering variety 
of ways.

A fundamental reorganization of 
insurance companies will get under 
way.

So will a basic reorganization of 
the motion-picture industry. New 
independent companies will emerge, 
and, under financial pressure, the 
great companies will give up many 
of their theaters. The changes will 
be all to the good in the manner of 
financing and in the quality of pic- 
tures. 

There will be a continued literary 
and dramatic interest in early 
American. history, particularly the 
period of the Federalist around 
1789. 

The use of snuff will continue to 
increase. 

The sale of books will radically 
increase, especially in non-urban 
areas, 

Mrs. Roosevelt's popularity will 
increase. James Roosevelt’s will de- 
cline. 

The most important thing that 
will happen in 1939 is not mentioned 
in this column.

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WEALTHY DOCTOR, 
HIDING IDENTITY, 
DIES AS PAUPER 


Mental Specialist With $65,000 
in Safe Deposit Entered Hos- 
pital as Charity Patient. 
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National Committee Lists 
Outlay Slightly in Excess 
of Receipts—Two $3000 
Gifts, One $5000 for Op- 
ponents. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3. — Why a 
wealthy Massachusetts physician 
slowly dying of a head cancer, 
chose to hide his identity and meet 
death as a pauper patient on Wel- 
fare Island puzzled police today. 

A four-year investigation into the 
disappearance of Dr. Eben True 
Aldricn, 85 years old, prominent 
New England mental specialist, end- 
ed Sunday at the grave of 
“James Harrigan” in the City 
‘Cemetery on Hart's Island. 

Detective John Aievoli said pho- 
tographs taken of “Harrigan” as a 
penniless hospital patient estab- 
lished beyond question that he was 
Dr. Aldrich, who left a $65,000 
estate. 

The physician formerly practiced 
in New York and later added to 
his fortune in Watertown and Low- 
ell, Mass. He was last seen by 
friends Oct. 25, 1934, in the Harvard 
Trust Co., Cambridge, Mass., where 
he had a safe deposit box. 

Two weeks later, on Nov. 8, 1934, 
he entered the New York City 
branch of the trust company and 
left an envelope containing keys 
for safekeeping. 

The next day “James Harrigan” 
left his cheap Bowery hotel room 
and became a patient in the City 
Cancer Institute on Welfare Is- 
land. His right ear was removed 
three days later. 

Incurably' afflicted, however, 
“Harrigan,” described by nurses as 
a gentle, quiet old man who kept 
to himself, died Aug. 12, 1935. His 
body was buried in a pauper’s 
grave after it had lain unclaimed at 
the city morgue.

NEW MILLONVOLT 
XRAY TUBE BULT 


Machine’s Greater Amperage 
Expected to Be Aid in 
Treating Deep Cancer. 


By the Associated Press. 
SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Jan. 3.— 


A new kind of million-volt X-ray 
tube that is the equivalent of $90,- 
000,000 worth of radium has been 


It will deliver a much higher am- 
perage, or volume of current, than 
other million-volt X-rays. It is 
based on a new electrical idea, orig- 
inated by scientists of the General 
Electric Co. research laboratory 
here, 

The tube is ready to be installed 
in the $4,000,000 Cancer Institute of 
Memorial Hospital now nearing 
completion in New York City. 

Million-volt X-rays have been 
sought for cancer because they are 
more penetrating and “cooler’— 
that is, better able to penetrate to 
deep growths without burning the 
human skin. But penetration re- 
quires high voltage, and this has 
been obtained at the expense of am- 
perage, or volume. 

The new tube, with the same pen- 
etrating power, delivers several 
times more current. It is hoped 
this will be useful to treat the “re- 
sistant” types of malignancy, those 
which are not cured by the usual 
million-volt X-rays. 

Dr. James Ewing, Memorial Hos- 
pital’s famous cancer expert, said 
the experiments with higher amper- 
age will be made. 

The tube is the smallest and 
lightest-weight giant ray machine 
ever built, making it readily avail- 
able to hospitals. In the past new 
buildings or extensive reconstruc- 
tion usually have been needed to 
house the giant X-ray tubes. There 
are less than a dozen of them in 
the country. 

This tube is less than a man’s 
height and weighs 4000 pounds. 
Many thousands of pounds of lead 
and other material have been elim- 
inated. The tube can be plugged 
into an ordinary house light socket. 
Heretofore it has been necessary to 
use cumbersome and heavy ma- 
chines for transforming current. 

The tube is small enough to be 
put on a truck and carted around 
to industrial jobs to be used as a 
“super” eye for looking for flaws in 
huge pieces of steel and other con- 
struction units. There never before 
has been a million-volt X-ray tube 
that could be easily transported.

was a Spaniard, a friend of the contempo- 
rary Popes and Kings of Spain, Naples and 
Sicily.

‘Francis Bacon, the philosopher whom 
some misguided souls think wrote Shake- 
speare, also published such a treatise. There 
is a kind of air of mortality that hangs 
around these works. There seems to be no 
surer way to die young than to write a 
treatise on how to live long. Bacon died at 
65, and Villanova lived to be about 70, 

OR. CLENDENING. surely no record for a specialist on longev- 
ity. The only advocates of a system of long life who attained a ripe age 
were an Italian, Louis Carnaro, and Metchnikoff, and they had the canni- 
ness to wait until they were old before giving advice on the subject. 

BUT A RECENT addition to rs Saati is my favorite. It seems 
to me that it gives the only sensible advice I have ever heard on this 
debatable subject. It is called “How to Look Eleven Years L xaenger, ”" by 
Gelett Burgess. 

Burgess is not a beautician; he does not attempt to advise you how 
to look 11 years younger by cosmetics or face-lifting, or to keep fit by 
exercises or diet ér various prohibitions. He believes that youth is in the 
mind, and if you want to look 11 years younger, you have to do it by 
making your intellectual interests 11 years younger. 

He has as frontispiece, a photograph—not a drawing, mind you, but 
a photograph—of a man and woman, husband and wife, sitting at a table 
in a restaurant. They have just ordered dinner, the waiter has gone off 
to get this order. and they are waiting. They sit back with a completely 
dumb expression on their faces. They might as well have a placard on 
their chests saying, “Expect no new ideas from me. I have felled.” 

Then Burgess points out another habit of people who have crystallized, 
who could look 11 years younger if only they wouldn't act so Methuselish. 
It is the habit of mannerisms. You know, sitting with your fingers 
touching as if in prayer, or digging your forefinger into your cheek, 
washing or ironing the hands, pulling down the mouth or mugging— 

gall gestures of frustration and second childhood. 


OTHER MANNERISMS, which Burgess doesn’t mention, but which 
indicate to me even more complete mental stagnation, are the use of 
phrases in place of thought. “What’s wrong with that?” “That’s what 
you think.” “There you go again.” With dread at a faculty or board 
meeting now I await the inevitable opening of nearly every member’s 
discussion—“Well, it seems to me. . .” 

Some of Burgess’ aphorisms: 

“Crow’s feet are caused by grins and grimaces and usually go with 
a fallen face.” : 

“A perpetual smile that means nothing is a senile trait.” 

“Beauty parlors cannot make you youthful. The only efficacious 
facial massage is done from within by the mind.”

House 
Plants

NVARIABLY, the holidays leave 

behind them several additions 

to the house plant family, and 
some of the new members may. puz- 
gle their owners with regard to 
their care. The sturdy, reliable 
rubber plants, aspidistras, dracae- 
nas, pandanus and sansevierias, 
better known as mother-in-law’s 
tongue, are well known and need no 
special care.

month. The coldest stretch (aver- 
age of 30.7 degrees) runs from the 
12th to the 18th, inclusive. The day 
that has actually averaged the low- 
est is the 13th, with an average of 
28.5 degrees. This month holds the 
all-time lowest temperature record 
with 22 degrees below zero, which 
occurred on the 5th in 1884. A 
glance at the records shows a wide 
range in January mean tempera-|' 
tures, the highest monthly average 
being 46.8 degrees in 1880, and the 
lowest 18.8 degrees in 1918. The 
last-mentioned is the coldest month 
of record in St. Louis. The normal 
number of “degree-days” in Janu- 
ary is 1013; 1918 had the greatest 
number, 1429, and 1880 the least, 
with 563, 


Records for January show that in 
the last 68 years zero temperatures 
or lower have occurred 96 times, or 
an average of about seven times in 
five years. Of these 68 Januaries, 
there were 34 when the lowest tem- 
perature did not reach zero. As a 
rule, zero weather lasts but a day 
or two, but there have been some 
spells of considerable duration. A 
few notable examples are the fol- 
lowing: January 6-18, 1912 (8 days) 
with a minimum temperature of 14 
degrees below zero on one day and 
an average minimum of 4 degrees 
below zero; Jan. 3-9, 1884 (7 days) 
with minimum 22 degrees below 
zero on one day and an average 
minimum of 2.9 degrees below; Jan. 
22-28, 1936 (7 days) with minimum 
temperature 10 degrees below zero | 
on two days and an average mini- 
mum of 4.3 degrees below. 


However, January has its cheer- 
ful aspects, too. The days are grow- 
ing longer from day to day, and by 
the end of the month the sun rises 
12 minutes earlier and sets 32 min- 
utes later than it does on the first.

of sunshine is 149, or 4.8 hours per 
day, which is 49 per cent of the 
possible amount. 

The winds are most frequently 
from the south in January, but 
northwesterly winds, with their cold 
blasts, will prevail almost as often. 
The average wind velocity is 11.7 
miles per hour. Maximum veloci-

The highest 
wind of record was 51 miles an hour 
from the southwest in 1898. 

The river usually does not rise to 
very high stages in January, but 
flood stage has been reached on 
several occasions, in 1910 with 31.9 
feet and in 1916 with 31.5 feet 
(flood stage, 30 feet).

seldom succeed to any worthwhile!

This being timid in the presence| 
of spoiled children is a recent de- 
velopment in parenthood.

It has to be 
learned by painful experiences, and 
those experiences often have to be 
backed by authority, advice, en- 
couragement and sympathy of the 
older folk. We cannot afford to 
be timid about correcting children 
when we see them making serious 
mistakes. Domineering dnd grab- 
bing are serious mistakes and we 
have to be quick and firm in cor- 
recting them. Sound _ correction, 
honest discipline never have and 
never will spoil a talented child. 
The lack of them has ruined many.

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COFFEE CREAM PIE. 

Bake two layers of any plain 
cake you usually use, flavoring the 
batter with one teaspoon vanilla 
extract. Let cool and then spread 


the following between and on top of 
the cake. 

Cream coffee filling: Put into a 
saucepan one-half cup dry coffee, 
three-quarters cup sugar, one and 
one-half cups cold water and cook 
until it is a heavy syrup. Strain 
through cheesecloth and cool. Then 
add very slowly one pint of heavy 
cream beaten stiff. When thorough- 
ly blended, spread on cake. 


Baked Cranberry Pudding 


Four tablespoons fat. 

One-half cup granulated sugar. 

One egg. 

One-half cup cold water. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla, 

One cup sliced cranberries. 

One and one-half cups flour. 

Two teaspoons baking. powder. 

Cream fat and sugar. Add other 
ingredients and beat one minute. 
Pour into shallow pan lined with 
waxed paper. Bake 20 minutes in 
moderate oven. Serve warm with 
sauce made as’ follows: 

One cup dark brown sugar. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt.

Stir 
constantly and cook until sauce 
thickens. Boil two minutes, add 
butter and vanilla. Beat. Serve 
sauce warm. 


Cream of Shrimp Soup 

One cup canned shrimps. Four 
cups milk. One tablespoon minced 
onion. Three tablespoons flour. 
Three tablespoons butter. One tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, One 
tablespoon minced parsley. One 
tablespoon grated lemon rind, salt, 
peper, paprika. Blend flour and 
butter and add milk. When smooth 
add flaked shrimp and seasonings 
all but parsley and lemon rind. 
Bring to boiling point and serve, 
sprinkling some parsley and rind 
over the top of each serving.
